Young Indicted by Owsley County Grand Jury

On July 7,2014, the Owsley County Grand Jury 
returned an indictment on Robbie Young, 38, Boonev¬ 
ille, KY. 

Young was indicted on 6 charges: Count 1 & 2: 
Manufacturing Methamphetamine, 1 st Offense - a class 
B Felony; Count 3: Cultivate in Marijuana (5 plants or 
more) 1 st Offense - a class D Felony; Count 4: Drug 
Paraphernalia - a class A Misdemeanor; Count 5: Pos¬ 
session of a Controlled Substance, 3rd Degree - Sub- 
oxone - a Class A Misdemeanor.; Count 6:1 st Degree 
Persistent Felony Offender. 


Police Chase Through 
Breathitt & Owsley 

Two Apprehended 


Thursday night a 
traffic stop that started in 
Old Buck section of Brea¬ 
thitt County, led to a police 
chase that went through 
Owsley County and finally 
ended later that night back 
in Breathitt County with 
one arrest and another ar¬ 
rest the next day. Sargent 
Mike Wolfe from the KSP 
Post 13 in Hazard, KY at¬ 
tempted to do a traffic stop 
on a 2002 Dodge Pickup 
belonging to Daniel No¬ 
ble, 19, of Booneville, KY. 
Sargent Wolfe recognized 
the truck, the driver and 
passenger Carlos Mullins, 
23, of Booneville, KY, be¬ 
cause he was working a 
case on the subjects and 
knew they had active war¬ 
rants. When he attempted 
to do the stop, Noble fled, 
turning down HWY 315 to¬ 
ward Buckhom. When they 
reached the HWY 28 inter¬ 
section, they turned East on 
HWY 28 toward Boonev¬ 
ille. During this time, Fish 
and Wildlife Officer Brian 
Smith came to the aid of the 
KSP unit. 

Deputy Brent Noble 
from the Breathitt County 
Sheriffs Office contacted 
the Owsley County Sheriff 
and asked for backup. Ow¬ 
sley County Officers: Ivan 
Fletcher & Justin Wilson 
Deputies and Kelly Shouse, 
Sheriff came to their ad and 
began pursuing the sub¬ 
jects. The subjects quick¬ 
ly cut across Bear Run to 
Lerose where they turned 
left and cut across 1717. 
Sometime during this turn 
of events, they turned onto 
an ATV path where passen¬ 
ger Carlos Mullins bolted 
out of the vehicle and ran 
into the woods. Noble pro¬ 
ceeded into the Jetts Creek 
area where he was appre¬ 
hended at his home around 
10:30 p.m. According to the 
KSP Post 13, the chase was 
around 
40 miles.

Mischief, 3rd Degree.

HEART OR DUTY? 

five heard members 
of the clergy say, “90% of the 
work is done by 10% of the 
people.” I’m not sure if there 
is any way to test the accu¬ 
racy of that statement, but 
in any organization, not just 
churches, it seems like a fair 
amount of the work is done 
by a few or at least the same 
people as time passes. 

This week I’d like to 
talk to the ten percent. Those 
that seem to be carrying the 
majority of the load; Pastors, 
Sunday school teachers, floor 
sweepers, event organiz¬ 
ers, youth workers, deacons, 
trustees, light bulb changers, 
those that make sure there is 
toilet paper in the restrooms 
and the endless list goes on. 

If you think you are about 
to read several paragraphs of, 
“Hip, Hip Hooray, Keep up 
the Good Work!” Well, sorry; 
that’s not the real world. All 
the tasks mentioned in the 
previous paragraph, pretty 
much go unappreciated until 
they go undone. I’ve never 
heard anyone stand up in a 
crowd and say, “I don’t know 
who did it, but I really do 
want to thank whoever it was 
that put toilet paper in the re¬ 
stroom. My day and the day 
of all the people around me 
would be much less enjoy¬ 
able if you had not done your 
job. Thank you so much.” 

What God has led to write 
about today is the question, 
“Is it heart or duty?’ 

God writes a let¬ 
ter to the church of Ephesus 
in Revelation 2:1-7. The pat 
on the back God gives the 
church reminds me of the ten 
percent. “I know thy works, 
and thy labour, and thy pa¬ 
tience, and how thou canst 
not bear them which are 
evil: and thou hast tried them 
which say they are apostles, 


and are not, and hast found 
them liars: And hast borne, 
and hast patience, and for my 
name’s sake hast labored, and 
hast not fainted” (Revelation 
2:2-3). God praises them 
for their work. The people 
were always busy with the 
work of the Lord. 

He also praises them for 
their labour. The difference 
between work and labour is 
this: Someone having a desk 
job is working, someone dig¬ 
ging ditches is laboring. One 
is being productive; the other 
is being productive and work¬ 
ing up a sweat. These people 
were not afraid to roll up their 
sleeves, get themselves dirty 
and do it all in the name of 
Christ. 

He commends them 
for their patience. The Bible 
tells us that patience comes 
through tribulation (Romans 
5:3). This church had gone 
through some tough times 
and came out stronger spiritu¬ 
ally because of it. Sometimes 
when people go through dif¬ 
ficulty they come out with 
bitterness and hatred; but 
not this group, they learned a 
godly virtue, patience, from 
the trials of life. 

God also recognizes 
their hatred for sin. This is a 
quality all Christians should 
have but few have devel¬ 
oped. Our Saviour went to 
the cross because of the sins 
of mankind and out of respect 
for Him, we should hate sin 
as He does (Deuteronomy 
25:16; Psalm 5:4, 11:5). 

Lastly God praises 
them for their knowledge 
of the Scriptures. With their 
ability to recognize the lies; 
they must have knowledge of 
the truth. 

So, we have a church that 
is full of people who are faith¬ 
ful enough to do the work, no 
matter how difficult, to work 
through trials and come out 


spiritually stronger, have a 
hatred for evil and have an 
excellent knowledge of the 
Word of God. 

Even with all this, God was 
aware of a problem; a rather 
large one. “Nevertheless I 
have somewhat against thee, 
because thou hast left thy first 
love” (Revelation 2:4). 

Even after doing 
all the labour, getting every¬ 
thing done, working through 
trials and an above average 
understanding of the Bible; 
their heart just wasn’t in it 
anymore. They we’re going 
through the motions, getting 
things accomplished, but the 
zeal was gone. 

To the ten percent 
I ask these questions, “Is 
the heart still in it? Are your 
works for the Lord, because 
you love Him or because 
it is your duty? Do you do 
what you do for the Saviour 
because your heart wouldn’t 
have it any other way or be¬ 
cause there is no one else to 
do it?” 

Only things done 
for the Lord through love 
will last. Jesus tells them the 
end result, unless they work 
because of their love for the 
Lord, He will remove their 
church (compare Revelation 
1:20 with Revelation 2:5). 

To the 90% I say, “Thank 
you!” But also to the 90% 
God gives us a good warning 
to check our motives, look at 
our heart and not allow the 
love to fade away.

Truths

It’s hard to believe 
that even now bow hunters 
must begin thinking about 
the upcoming season. Not 
only do trail cameras need 
to be set up but, more im¬ 
portantly, we need to be hon¬ 
ing our shot-making skills. 
And since I’m not one who 
shoots all year long, I am 
even more concerned about 
beginning this process. In 
bow hunting, the margin of 
error is extremely narrow, so 
for the benefit of everything 
involved, it is crucial that a 
well-placed shot be made. 
But there is also more that 
magnifies this need. For me, 
I will make another trip to 
Pike County, Illinois and will 
also make my annual trip to 
Missouri. I do not take either 
of these trips for granted. 
They both are home to some 
bruiser bucks that most of us 
rarely get to see, much less 
have an opportunity to har¬ 
vest. To be unprepared for 
these opportunities would 
really demean and trivialize 
these rare occasions. For me, 
these trips are the highlight 
of my hunting season and 
the last word that needs to 
categorize these few days is 
“regret.” 

When I think about 
this whole scenario, it re¬ 
ally does fit into the way 
much of life works. If you 
notice, most of the time, the 
greater the opportunity and 
the greater the skill level; 
the longer the preparation. 
For instance, a heart surgeon 
must go to school longer 
than a mechanic. The impor¬ 
tance of the heart surgeon 
getting her job right carries 
more weight than does the 


mechanic. If my mechan¬ 
ic makes a mistake, I am 
stranded. If the cardiologist 
makes a mistake, I’m dead. 
And while both use their 
hands and some very intri¬ 
cate tools, one must prepare 
longer because of the limited 
opportunity and the price of 
failure. Again, I may bring 
my truck back to my me¬ 
chanic for a second time in 
order to get it right but I may 
not have the opportunity for 
a second visit to my heart 
doctor. Now back to my deer 
hunt. 

I rarely have an op¬ 
portunity to hunt big bucks 
in places like Pike County, 
Illinois. I may never get the 
opportunity to go back. So 
therefore, I need to make sure 
that, should I get the chance 
to shoot one of those Pope 
and Young bucks, I am con¬ 
fident in my skills to place a 
good and effective shot. And 
while this is my desire ev¬ 
ery year and while I practice 
for this same purpose every 
year; the cost of getting it 
wrong when so much is on 
the line, drives me to begin 
even sooner. If you are a bow 
hunter, you know what I am 
talking about. But here’s the 
clincher. The greatest deci¬ 
sion in anyone’s life, and 
the one that carries the most 
weight, is what decision you 
will make about eternity. To 
wait any longer to make this 
decision is to not understand 
its gravity. And to remain un¬ 
prepared for it is to demean 
and trivialize the exceptional 
opportunity.
